Th 
owner-of the ships arc put to a large ex 
pense. not only by the detention of thei 
vessels, but for fumigation. The local po 
lice piny, r may seine the entire cargo of i 
ship and de-troy it.

sick w i t h an infectious disease, from being 
brought into the state, or. if such cattle 
are biouuht in, they may be killed. The 
local authorities may arrest passengers 
whether bj land or sea, if siti of a con 
tagions disea.se. and put them in hospitals 
or isolate them in a pest house. In short 
the police authorities maydo whatever the 
local power deems necessary for the pro- 


I teetirn of the health. life and morals ol 
[ the people and to secure the good order ol 


.society, and t h i s right has always been 
recngni/.ed by the supremo court of the 
United States. But this decision of the 
iiiajorily of tin- members of the supreme 
eouit ignore- entirely that great controll- 
ing principle. This will lend to one very

The Crime for Which He Wu« Kxecotcd 


Was the Murder of Henry WhUeh«u«c 
and the Motive Was Kevcngt—Wright, 
the Wealthy Michigan Lumberman Sen- 
tenced to Life Imprisonment for Murder 
CoxcoiiD, N. H., .Kay 1—At 4 minutes 


after 11 o'clrck Thursday morning James 
Palmer expiated with his life the murder 
of Henry T. VVhiteliouse in Portsmouth 
May 28, 1888. Fifteen minutes after tlie 
drop fell he was pronounced dead. The 
prison oilicers remained with Palmer in 
the matron's room all night. At a late- 
hour he ret ired and slept some time. He 
awoke soon after midnight and partook 
of lunch. At intervals he conversed with 
the otlicers upou the various incidents of 
his past- life, but in no instance did be re 
for to the killing of \Vhitehouse. 


Kept Up His .Spirits to the Lust. 


Deputy Warden KobinsoU stated that 


no man in the prison was in more buoyant 
spirits than the condemned. The crime 
for which Palmer was executed was the 
murder of Henry Whitehouse, at Ports- 
mouth, on the evening 6f May as, Wb8. 
Both men were employed in the electric 
light works, Palmer being an engineer 
and AVhitclionse his assistant.

charged for dishonesty and Whitehouse 
was given his place.
